Many of you probably have a simple instrument for determining the 
height of an object above the horizon, but for those who would like to make 
one here are the directions 

First find a cardboard tube about 114" to 2" in diameter and cut it 
to a length of 4)4" to 5"» The next step is to obtain a simple calibrated 
celluloid protractor with a straight edge of approx. 4". Cut a slot the 
length of the straight edge along the side of the tube and carefully align¬ 
ing the protractor, glue about 34" of the straight edge in this slot. Next, 
a small hole nnist be pierced at the 
exact intersection of the horizontal 
base line and the vertical 90° line. 

A piece of nylon thread with a knot 
at one end can be threaded throughthe 
hole. Now making sure that the thread 
passes beyond the circumference of the 
protractor, tie a small weight such as 
a screw,piece of solder etc. to the 
end about )4" from edge. The thread 
should swing freely around the circum¬ 
ference acting as an index hand for the 
angle lines. For greater accuracy a piece 
of cellophane can be marked with fine inked 
lines crossing at 90°. The cellophane can be 
gummed to the tube after centring the line 
intersection with the centre of the tube. The 
instrument provides a fairly accurate guide to 
the elevation of any object above the horizon.

Report on the February meeting held at Caxton Hall on Saturday 11th 

THE BRAINS TRUST whch was held at the Caxton Hall on February 11th.I 96 I 
proved to be an interesting and lively one. The panel of five experts 
who kindly came along were Reginald Dutta,director on the board of Flying 
Saucer Services Ltd., the publishers of "Flying Saucer Review"; Desmond 
Leslie,well-known author on UFOs and related subjects; Dr Bernard Finch, 
investigator of the widely publicised "ring angels"; Leonard Cramp,author 
of the book;"The Flying Saucer and Space Gravity"; and Eric Smith,researcher 
in Physies, and Fellow of the British Interplanetary Sociejry. 

The questions put before the panel were varied and numerous- there 
was a complete divergence from the theme of UFOs at one point, but this 
provided interesting material for the panel's replies. 

A question that is becoming predominant in UFO literature at the mom¬ 
ent was put forward to the panel - "Are space people friendly, and if so, 
what are we doing about it?" Desmond Leslie replying said that there have 
been fevj hostile incidents apart from the Mantell case, 4nd the various 
small incidents which have been generally cooked up for publicity pur¬ 
poses, and that the space people are just as curious about us as we are 
about them at this critical stage in the evolution of mankind. Leonard 
Cramp mentioned a record found in Captain Cook's logbook, the gist of it 
being this: 'On ..... we beheld a strange phenomenon in the cloudless 
sky. Two small clouds approached each other at great speed, there was hhe 
sound of gunfire, then a gigantic flash, at which one disappeared.' 

After some discussion, the panel generally agreed in replying to a 
question of temperature inversions as a cause of UFOs, that approximately 
10% of reported sightings were in all probability, caused by this phen¬ 
omenon. ' They also agreed that Dr.Menzel (American Physicist) dodged many 
convincing reports in his book in which he explains away UFOs as purely 
meteorological in origin. 

The panel were asked their opinions of the infra-red photographs of 
UFOs by Trevor James,published in his book "They Live In The Sky"- an ex¬ 
tract of which appeared in the "Flying Saucer Review" V 0 I .6 No.4. Reginald 
Dutta believed that these forms fringed on a fourth dimensional state, 
whilst Desmond Leslie thought that these "gaseous caterpillars" were ele- 
mentals and that it was difficult to draw the line between this type of 
sighting and UFOs. (Your Editor belives that all typos of aerial objects 
which cannot be explained by normal means should be classed as "UFOs'.') 
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CfiXXON HALL MEETING continued 


According to Leslie, these sightings could account for the Ariel 
Mythology, and this is certainly a most interesting point. Leonard Cramp 
suggested,that,Nature being extremely economical, these forms might be a 
type of life existing in the Earth's outer gaseous envelope. This is ana¬ 
logous to the different forms of marine life which live in their respective 
zones of the seas. Although, he pointed out, the existence of'space animals” 
has not been scientifically proved as yet. 

The question of contacts with space people was raised, and the panel 
were asked whether, in their opinion, any of these ?Jere genuine. Desmond 
Leslie, v/ho stayed with Adamski for some time in California, emphatically 
denied any suggestion of unscrupulous behaviour on Adamski's part in rel¬ 
ation to his alleged contacts, He was also convinced of Truman Bethurum's 
first contacts, and he cited a case,authenticated by others deeply involved 
in UFO research, of a well-known "pop-singer's" manager who apparently 
hitched a lift in a space vehicle from his New York penthouse roof. 

Reginald Dutta also mentioned this case and said that immediately 
the word "contact" is mentioned, the word "lunatic" becomes synonomous 
with it to the public mind. Dutta told us that if lunatics were the sole 
believers in "contacts", then he was well in the "lunatic fringe"! 

Mr Cramp added that many scientists have been contacted by interplanetary 
beings,but have kept quiet about it for fear of ridicule by their coll¬ 
eagues. Dr Finch pointed out that in only 1% of all sightings is a con¬ 
tact ever mentioned. He felt that if these beings visit us, they do not 
come with high philosophical intent. Eric Smith felt that more definite 
proof must be obtained before any theories can be embarked on, and that, 
after all was one of the aims of the London UFO Research Organisation. 

'Yhat rouses heated discussion amongst UFO Researchers is the ques¬ 
tion of Goverment censorship of UFO information,is there in fact a censor¬ 
ship, and if so - why? And by which particular department in the adminis¬ 
trative machine? Reginald Dutta believed that the Government is fully 
aware of the enormous amount of sighting reports stockpiled in a room at 
the Air Ministry, and he gave an instance of a well-known pilot who,after 
reporting a bona fide sighting by himself and crew according to Ministry 
regulations, was then brushed off with the"official explanation" which 
amounted to telling him that he didn't know ?;hat he was talking about! 
Desmond Leslie mentioned a friend of his,an eminent politician,who felt 
bound to censor reports to protect his Government standing.Also that the 
censorship by the Air Ministry of airport sightings was to prevent switch¬ 
board jamming! 

A vote of thanks was proposed by Dr G.G.Doel, and the organisation 
would tike to take this opportunity once more of thanking the panel most 
warmly for providing an interesting and stimulatiag evening which surpassed 
our expectations and which was well attended by a lively and responsive 
audience. This report has,of necessity, beera a brief one due to theun- 
expected lack of a tape recorder or shorthand writer. Its aim was to pres¬ 
ent the main points of the discussion.
